Wo learn from fites of Londan papsre recety 
by the last mail that the Nelson column was 
elaborately decked on Trafalgar Diy by the 
Navy League with laure! garlands, wreaths, and 
other devicss In flowets, and Trafalgar Square 
was visited by an cnormous number of people 
Many floral trlbotes were sent by public bodies 
and private f{adividasls to supplement those 
arranged by tha Navy Lesgoe, aime coming 
from ships’ companies and one or two' from the 
descendants of survivors of the battle, while 
others were from the Crown Colonies, iactoding 
Hongkoag. 

Referring tothe celebrallon the Standard 
sfter referting to the “angry feeling” exhibited 
on the Continent lately, adds "but angry 
language Is invariably the symptam of angry 
feellug; and agalast such sentiments precautions 
have to be taken, The precaution takes by the 
countrymen of Nelson {s stilt farther to enlarge 
and strengthen thelr Fleet. Mach, no doubt 
has been done; but the work Is nat yet completed.
